American Race Horses 


American Race Horses 1957 is nearing 
the final stages of production; the book 
should be ready for distribution early in 
May. Production difficulties last year de- 
layed publication until August, but the 
sales were satisfactory despite the late 
date. The new volume is being printed by 
the Thoroughbred Press at Lexington, and 
it will be the first in the series done by 
letterpress. 

The 1957 edition will include approxi- 
mately 300 horses, as compared with about 
175 in 1956. Special pains were taken to 
improve the pictures, and J. C. (Skeets) 
Meadors and Allen F. Brewer Jr. put in 
extra time to provide conformation studies. 

The staff of contributing authors was 
enlarged. For the 1956 book, the first pro- 
duced under the auspices of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, all of 
the writing was done by The Blood-Horse 
staff, by necessity rather than preference. 
For the 1957 volume, many stories were 
assigned men who had closer acquaintance 
with the horses. On the West Coast we 


William S. Evans, general manager of the Breeders’ Sales Company, and George 


used Robert Hebert and Giles E. Wright; 
in Chicago, Joe Agrella; in New York, Pat 
O’Brien. We also drew upon Kent Hol- 
lingsworth, of the Lexington Leader; Dan 
M. Bowmar III, of The Blood-Horse; and 
Chris Wood, field secretary of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Associa- 
tion. The editing and production were 
under the direction of Warren Schweder, 
managing editor of The Blood-Horse, who 
also wrote some of the stories. 

Major horses in each division were 
handled by Joe Estes, editor of The Blood- 
Horse, who assumed responsibility for 
writing American Race Horses after the 
death of Joe Palmer in 1952, while the 
annual was sponsored by Alfred G. Van- 
derbilt. The format was altered and the 
coverage enlarged after the ATBA as- 
sumed responsibility for the book in 1956.

THE WEEK’S 
RACING 


FLORIDA 
Light-Weighted at 130 


Miami. Young Elliott Burch dispatched 
a set of Brookmeade Stable horses to the 
Hialeah Park racing strip and walked 
through-the deserted club house toward 
the track. He was looking. figuratively. 
for a little help in the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap, to be run 2 days later. 

Burch would run Oligarchy. which had 
scored a considerable upset by beating 
Iron Liege in the Widener Handicap a 
few weeks previously. Now he was trying 
to pull an even bigger trick. beating 
mighty Round Table. 

Horace Wade, racing secretary AND 
publicity director at Gulfstream, had 
weighted Round Table at 130 pounds. 
After the colt had cracked the track rec- 
ord. at miles the previous Friday. 
carrying 128 pounds and with jockey 
Willie Harmatz sitting still, there was 
considerable grumbling among. trainers 
that Travis Kerr’s colt should have been 
assigned more than 130 for the stakes. 

Burch was noncommital about the 
weights. Oligarchy would carry 111, pick- 
ing up 3 pounds off his Widener triumph. 

“The weight difference was what I ex- 
pected,” he said. “Oligarchy ran good 
over the track last year—he likes a nice 
hard surface. He worked beautifully this 
morning—three-quarters in 12. Just what 
we wanted.” 

Oligarchy had indeed turned in a beau- 
tiful work. Wearing blinkers and with a 
medium-sized exercise boy up, he ran the 
quarter in :2215, three-eighths in :3344, 
the half in :4534, five furlongs in :58, an 
additional furlong in 1:12. It looked easy. 

“He should be good and fit,” Burch 
said. “We'll run him the same way we 
did in the Widener. Sam (Boulmetis) will 
ease him out and take a nice hold and 
make his move at the quarter-pole. Of 
course, it’s a different proposition with 
Round Table in the race. If he runs like 
he did the other day, there’s not a horse 
in the country that can touch him. But 
we've got 19 pounds on him, and it’s bound 
to make a difference.” Burch paused, then 
added: “That’s IF we get close to him.” 


Help Wanted 


As Burch approached the rail he spied 
March 29, 1958 


Round Table invaded Florida and, carrying 130 pounds, won the 1'4-mile Gulf- 


stream Park Handicap in a gallop from *Meeting. Oligarchy finished third. 


Yorky McLeod heading off the track on 
a pony with Oh Johnny. Burch hailed him 
and McLeod pulled up by the rail. 

“You going to help me out Saturday?” 
Burch ‘asked. 

“Not: on your life,” McLeod muttered. 
“You're on your own. I’m shipping this 
horse out of here Saturday.” He proceeded 
to make some unkind comments about the 
weight assigned Round Table. 


He stopped to watch Idun, which had 
come on the track. “You know, I bid 
$62,000 for that filly, and she went to 
$63.000. At the time I wasn’t unhappy 
about it... . I’m a little scared about 
horses that bring that kind of money. 
They don’t run too much of the time.” 

With that he went on his way and 
Burch began to figure who might run 
with Round Table and, perhaps, help set 
things up for Oligarchy. 

“Maybe Hoop Band will go,” he said, 
“but that wouldn’t help much anyway. 
They feel now that he runs best from off 
the pace. Well, there’s *Meeting. All we 
can do is try our best and see what hap- 
pens.” 

Over at Barn AA, Calumet Farm’s 
Jimmy Jones didn’t have much to say 
about the upcoming stakes. His Tim Tam 
had run another powerful race the pre- 
vious day to win the Fountain of Youth, 
last major preparation for the Florida 
Derby March 29, and he was more inter- 
ested in the Derby than in the Gulfstream 
Handicap. 

He already had decided to ship Iron 


Liege to Bowie for the John B. Campbell 
Memorial Handicap. (Iron Liege had been 
assigned 125 for the handicap at Gulf- 
stream.) 

“The handicap? I’ve got nothing to say 
about it,” Jones said. “It’s none of my 
business.” He thought for a moment. “Wait 
a second—maybe I do have a comment.” 
Another pause. “No, let’s let it go at 
that.” 

Did he plan to run Pintor Lea in the 
handicap? 

Jones grinned. “Hell, no. And you can 
make that ‘no’ real long and loud.” 


No Complaints 


Down the line at Barn M, Hugh Fon- 
taine returned from a long coffee break 
and announced that he definitely would 
run his Black Helen winner Pardala in 
the handicap. 

“Training wonderfully,” Fontaine said. 
“She'll run some this Saturday. Do I think 
I'll win it? Whoa, now. I'll be happy if I 
finish third. Round Table is a great horse. 
He'll make a show of the race; it'll just be 
an exhibition. But there’s got to be some- 
thing behind him to make him run. We 
might as well take a pop at him. There’s 
no other place for this mare to run ‘til 
we get to Delaware. I don’t expect to win 
it but I don’t figure to see my horse dis- 
graced, either.” 

Over at Barn U, Manuel Giberga, who 
would run *Juamario against Round 
Table, felt much the same as Fontaine. 

“He is a very sharp horse now, *Jua- 
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mario,” he said. “I do not think I can 
beat Round Table; he is an extraordinary 
horse, something out of this world. But 
my horse has never yet had a chance to 
run his best distance in this country. A 
mile and a quarter suits him just right. 
I believe you should run in certain races, 
like this one, even though you do not ex- 
pect to win. A muddy track would help me 
immensely—not enough to beat Round 
Table, but it would help.” 

Giberga was one trainer who had no 
complaints about the weight assigned 
Round Table. “I would be happy even 
if he had only 128,” he said. “The im- 
portant thing is that he run in the race. 
It is a fine thing for Florida racing that 
he is here. What benefits Florida racing 
benefits owners and trainers who race 
here. This would not be half the race it is 
going to be if Round Table was not in 
it.” 

Horatio Luro, the gay senor who once 
trained *Princequillo, sire of Round 
Table, dropped by Giberga’s stable to 
discuss the race. 

“A magnificent horse,” Luro said of 
Round Table. “He has developed tremend- 
ously. *Princequillo was so small and in- 
significant at 2 and 3 that I ran him for 
$5,000 and no one would look at him. 

“All his get are the same way. How 
was so small I ran her for $5,000, and no 
one would look at her, either. But when 
*Princequillos turn 4 they grow like 
weeds. Round Table is a perfect example. 
I just wish I had a horse good enough to 
run against him. I would love to be in 
this race.” 

On the morning of the race there was 
one trainer, in addition to Burch, who 
refused to concede the race to Round 
Table. Johnny Sceusa, whose *Meeting 
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John S. Kelly’s Deack Duncan, a 3-year-old colt by *High Bandit, scored a surprise victory in the Governor’s Gold Cup at 
Bowie, drawing off in the stretch to beat Mill River Stable’s Washington, 


won the Hialeah Turf Handicap but was 
soundly beaten by Round Table the pre- 
vious Friday at Gulfstream, felt he had 
an outside chance of winning, although 
there was only a 2-pound switch in the 
weights. 

“It’s a king of rough day today,” he 
grinned. “But I think I’ve got a pretty 
good chance. Any horse can be beat. No 
horse is a sure thing. I’ve found that out 
the hard way. I concede Round Table’s a 
great horse, no doubt about that. But he 
can be beaten, and I hope I’m the one 
that does it. 

“*Meeting will go out there and maybe 
hell steal it—especially if everybody 
thinks he’s going to come back to them 
and he doesn’t. There were some mistakes 
made in that last race against Round 
Table. Nobody’s fault—it was the weather. 
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an even-money favorite, 


by 3. lengths. 


We'd just reshod the horse, and we had 
stickers on him and didn’t want to take 
them off. He didn’t get his footing the 
early part of the race.” 

It was noted that Johnny Ruane had 
ridden *Meeting extremely hard, consid- 
ering that it was basically a conditioner. 
Sceusa agreed. “He shouldn’t have gone 
to the whip, but those things happen. This 
is a new day and another race.” 

*Meeting had worked very impressively 
the previous morning. “Better than he 
ever had, 36 and 2 with his mouth wide 
open,” according to the exercise boy who 
worked him. 


On Guard 
With the field consisting of Round 
Table, Oligarchy, Pardala, *Meeting, 


*Juamario, and Third Brother, it was 
likely that *Meeting would be the only 
horse to set a fast early pace. Pardala 
and *Juamario were decided stretch run- 
ners and Oligarchy was scheduled to come 
from off the pace. Third Brother had been 
no closer than 814 lengths to the winner 
in 4 starts in Florida this winter. 

At Barn X at Gulfstream, Round Table 
rested in stall 22, with a big, square, 
green wire cage set up in front of him. 
The cage formerly was the property of 
Bobby Brocato. The remarkably sturdy 
colt shook his head from side to side as 
trainer Willie Molter pulled on the halter. 

“He’s a little anxious,” Molter said. 
“Wants to get out and run. Playful horse. 
One reason we use this cage is because 
people make too much of a pet out of him, 
forever giving him sugar and _ carrots, 
more than is good for him.” 

Molter was told that most of the train- 
ers opposing him in the handicap were 
running for second money. “I hope they're

right.” he said, smiling. “Any race is 
tough, though. There are a lot of light- 
weights in there. When you’re giving away 
14 to 22 pounds to good horses like these. 
nothing’s certain.” 

Molter, an unassuming, quiet-spoken 
gentleman, was asked about printed com- 
ments that Round Table had no real com- 
petition on the Coast. (In justifying his 
weight assignment on Round Table. Wade 
had said “. . . people generally agree that 
he hasn’t been severely tested in Calli- 
fornia.” ) 

“IT don’t know about that.” Willie said. 
“Social Climber and Porterhouse are no 
bums. But I guess we’ll know more after 
this race today.” 

Molter then commented on 
Table’s cross-country trip. 

“That long trip is a little against this 
horse. I’ve found that a horse runs his 
best race after a trip the first time you 
send him out, 5 or 6 days after you arrive. 
The next race isn’t usually as good. Cli- 
mate changes and other things can affect 
him.” 

He took a close look at Round Table 
and rapped the side of the stall with his 
knuckles. “Never had a bandage on this 
horse. Hope I never do. Everybody’s a 
little nervous today. I know I am.” 


Round 


Could Have Run Faster 


Nine hours later, at 4:54 p.m.. Round 
Table galloped under the wire 4 lengths 
ahead of *Meeting. He won with con- 
summate ease, yet tied the track record 
by running the mile and a quarter in 
1:5945. He won $69,800 to bring his 
total earnings to $973,964, third only to 
Nashua and Citation. 

Molter left for California the morning 
after the race and Round Table was 
flown out 24 hours later. Willie left 
Martin’s Rullah at Gulfstream for the 
Florida Derby, in the charge of Sidney 
Jacobs. 

As expected, * Meeting went to the front 
at the break, cutting in front of Round 
Table, and it was Oligarchy which, sur- 
prisingly, went in second place, about 
1% lengths back. Willie Shoemaker took 
Round Table back to third and bided his 
time. The other 3 horses were not a factor. 

At the half-mile-pole *Meeting was in 
front of Oligarchy by 2 lengths and it 
was 5 lengths farther back to Round Table. 
Here Shoemaker leaned forward and 
asked his mount for speed. 

Round Table cut *Meeting’s lead from 
7 lengths to 3, moving on the outside of 
the 2 leaders as they went past the far 
turn. He went past Oligarchy and mid- 
way between the three-sixteenths and 
eighth-pole he got to *Meeting. 

Johnny Ruane went to the whip on 
*Meeting and for precisely one stride 
Round Table stopped gaining. Shoemaker 
tapped Round Table once, and that was 
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the ball game. Round Table drew away 
to his 4-length victory with Shoemaker 
sitting still. *Meeting held off *Oligarchy 
by a neck for the place, and Third Brother, 
Pardala and *Juamario trailed in that 
order. 

Round Table closed at 1-5. paying 
$2.40 and $2.10, and there was no show 
betting. 

Shoemaker said Round Table could 
have run faster if anything had been close 
to him in the final sixteenth. “He’s sure 
better than he was last summer. Stronger 
more mature, easier to handle in the gate,” 
Shoe told reporters.

serve as president and Freeman as vice 
president. 

Internal strife first developed when 
Reineman and Nathenson sought to have 
the Balmoral meeting taken from Wash- 
ington Park and given to Hawthorne. How- 
ard’s group protested the move, claiming 
they represented majority stockholders, 
and the Illinois Racing Board acceded to 
the protests, giving Balmoral 30 days at 
Washington Park from May 12 to June 11. 

In a statement announcing settlement of 
the dispute and the sale of their 30,600 
shares of stock, Reineman and Nathenson 
said, “We welcome the opportunity thus 
afforded to bring peace to the Illinois 


racing scene and to avoid any further lit- 
igation.” 


KENTUCKY 
The Downs' Fall Meeting 


The Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion this week finally got around to award- 
ing 1958 racing dates to the state’s 6 
Thoroughbred tracks. There were no 
dates for Latonia. whose officials informed 
the commission that the proposed one- 
mile track in northern Kentucky would 
not be ready to operate by early fall. 

Only major change in the schedule was 
a switch in fall dates between Kentucky 
Raceway, a half-mile track near Florence, 
and Churchill Downs. Churchill Downs 
will have a 25-day fall meeting in Sep- 
tember. and Kentucky Raceway will have 
24 days beginning in late October. The 
dates for all tracks:

The commission did not comment upon 
the possibility of night racing. Both 
houses of the Kentucky legislature last 
week passed a bill allowing Thoroughbred 
tracks to operate at night, and Gov. A. B. 
Chandler was expected to sign it. Audubon 
Park. Miles Park, and Kentucky Race- 
ways, all of which were built for trotting, 
already have lighting equipment, and of- 
ficials of the 3 tracks said they would like 
to run at night. All 3 lost money with 
day meetings in 1957. 

Night racing on the Kentucky half-mile 
circuit could not begin before June 19. 
All bills passed by the Kentucky legisla- 
ture must lay over 90 days before they 
become law unless they contain an 
emergency clause. The night racing bill 
did not. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
Aiken Trials 


AIKEN. The age and experience of Eu- 
gene Constantin Jr.’s 5-year-old gelding 
Evening Tempo proved to be too much for 
F. Ambrose Clark’s Phaeton. The 2 hooked 
up in the featured City of Aiken Cup 
event during the 16th running of the Aiken 
Trials on March 19 and Clark’s unraced 
3-year-old came off second best by half 
a length. 

Phaeton, a rookie at this business, had 
impressed trainer Francis Bellhouse and 
others in the Aiken colony with his fast 
works. He and his stablemate Gale of 
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William S. Miller’s Better Bee scored his first 1958 stakes victory in the 


Appleton Handicap at Gulfstream Park on March 15. The 4-year-old colt by 
Triplicate—S. Bee, by Haste, bred by E. K. Thomas, is scheduled to make his 
next start in the 144¢-mile Fort Lauderdale Handicap at Gulfstream on April 5. 


Wind recently did a half-mile together in 
247, 

Both of these geldings were held away 
from the races last summer. The City of 
Aiken Cup race was the first start in com- 
petition for Phaeton, and greenness might 
well have cost him the decision. The son 
of *Big Dipper II—Occupancy had shown 
a tendency to be a bit nervous at the gate 
and he was again in the charity race. He 
broke on top with Mrs. W. Thorn Kissel’s 
Gavel, then drew away. Evening Tempo 
saved ground on the turn and went ahead. 
Phaeton tried hard. He didn’t lose ground, 
but he was unable to erase the other’s ad- 
vantage. Evening Tempo did not appear 
to be under a strain. John M. Schiff’s 
Wavy Navy passed the wide-swinging 
King’s Sue on the turn to gain third place. 
King’s Sue is owned and trained by Aiken 
merchant Abe Wolf, who bought her for 
$400. 

Constantin’s trainer, Stanley Greene Jr., 
was pleased with Evening Tempo’s show- 
ing. “He was cut out to be a good horse,” 
said Greene, “but something has always 
come up to hold him back. He’s in the 
best shape of his career right now.” 

Incidentally, it was the Constantin 
stable’s first season in winter quarters 
here. 

Clark’s Gale of Wind, a name appro- 
priate to the day, did not fail him, how- 
ever. When Gale of Wind went to the post 
in the third trial, another half-miler, a 
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bone-chilling wind was blowing across the 
race course. Gale of Wind breczed past 
Constantin’s Destiny Unknown at the 
eighth-pole and drew away impressively to 
win by 2% lengths. His time was :4815, 
which was pretty good on the moist track, 
rated good by Greentree trainer John M. 
Gaver. 

The other half-mile event on the five- 
race program went to Mrs. R. L. Dotter’s 
3-year-old gelding Dun Bri, which was 
driving hard all the way under an aggres- 
sive ride by Charles Martens. The 3-year- 
old son of Casemate was never headed, 
winning by 114 lengths from William Hag- 
gin Perry’s *Fiendish. 

Dun Bri had carried the colors of James 
C. Brady in a quarter-mile sprint here 
last March, losing by a neck. Dotter, who 
trained for Brady last year, later pur- 
chased the gelding. 

The first 2-year-old heat offered a sur- 
prise when Mrs. Yancey Christmas’s un- 
named dark bay filly by Alorter—Howl 
beat 5 others, 4 of which were entered by 
veteran trainer Oleg Dubassoff. It was a 
neat race for juveniles—a clean break 
from the gate and a straight run. 

Greentree Stable’s Out Sail held the 
lead briefly but surrendered it to the 
Christmas filly and lost by a head. Out 
Sail had a nose advantage over John M. 
Schiff's Threep in the blanket finish. The 
winner got a good ride from little Billy 
Anderson, a young jockey who has been 


exercising horses for Max Hirsch in Co. 
lumbia this winter. 


Trainer Stanley Greene saddled the firs 
of his 2 winners in the second 2-year-old 
event. In this one, businessman John Daly’; 
and lawyer-politician Arthur Grafton’s Get. 
ahead won by a length, though bearing 
out badly 20 yards from the gate. The 
second horse was Lazy F Ranch’s *Map. 
tegna. 


Greene had trained Getahead for 30 
days. He was trained in Columbia during 
the first part of the winter season by Har. 
vey Vanier. who had a group of Warner 
L. Jones’s horses. 

Said Greene after the race: “I didn’t 
think he had that kind of speed—really, 
He seems to be coming along.” 


Incidentally, Getahead’s sire, Guillotine, 
stands only 50-odd miles away from Aiken 
at Melver Prickett’s Calhoun County 
breeding farm. Getahead will race in Ken. 
tucky.

Suspensions 


Three trainers and 2 grooms last week 
were suspended by stewards at Golden 
Gate Fields after urine specimens from 
2 winners at the track revealed traces of 
caffeine and phenacetin. All cases were 
referred to the California Horse Racing 
Board, which has scheduled a meeting 
at Golden Gate Fields in April. 

The trainers suspended are Dale Lan- 
ders. Joe Hyder, and Farrell Jones. Lan- 
ders and Hyder were suspended because 
of the urinalysis for Fabulous W., winner 
of the second race on March 12. Landers, 
who trains the horse, was in Los Angeles 
on the day of the race, and Hyder had 
saddled Fabulous W. for him. Joe Valen- 
zuela, groom in Landers’ stable, also was 
suspended. 

Jones’ suspension was for a_ positive 
report on Cardiff, winner of the sixth 
race on March 12. Groom Frank Macchia, 
who had charge of Cardiff on the day of 
the race, also was suspended. 

Both Landers and Jones operate public 
stables. Landers, who has 35 horses in 
his string, turned his stable over to Ray 
Scott, his stable foreman. Jones, who has 
21 head, turned his horses over to trainer 


R. W. Marshall. 


Glory Galore 


Los AnceLes. A muscular phenomenon 
known as Silky Sullivan, which overnight 
became the biggest box-office hit in south- 
ern California, is one good reason why 
Santa Anita Park enjoyed its best winter 
season in a decade. 

Two other factors contributed to an ex- 
citing 55-day meeting that showed a 3.15 
per cent increase in attendance and a 5.12 
gain in wagering. One was the richest 
horse now racing, Round Table, and the 
other was the long stretch of delightfully 
warm, sunny weather that Santa Anita en- 
joyed for the first month of its season. 

Each year for the last few seasons Santa 
Anita has shown slight gains in attendance 
and wagering, but this meeting topped any- 
thing since the postwar boom. Total at- 
tendance for the 55-day season was 1,525.- 
117, a daily average of 27,729. Aggregate 
wagering was $115,876,838, a daily aver: 
age of $2,106,852. 

The meeting provided other interesting 
figures. Gross purse distribution was 
$3,689,050, compared to $3,567,980 in 
1957, Round Table, a winner of 5 stakes, 
set_a Santa Anita record by earning 
$244,130 and helping the stable of Travis 
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M. Kerr bank $300,952, second-highest in 
the track’s history. The leading breeder, 
as usual, was Rex Ellsworth, who picked 
up $13,890 in breeder awards, and the 
leading sire, as usual, was *Khaled, with 
33 victories to his credit. 

California-breds won 261 of the 440 
races run. This was quite a gain over a 
year ago, when home-breds captured 222 
of the 440 races. 


Three horses won 5 races each during 
the campaign. Round Table. the brilliant 
son of *Princequillo, achieved his 5 tri- 
umphs in stakes. The other 5-time win- 
ners were platers—Country Club, a half- 
brother to Sailor, and Lookout Point, 
a horse which sold a year ago for $500. 
Both are trained by youthful Jimmy Jor- 
dan, an ex-rider who had his finest season 
ever as a conditioner. It was no accident 
that all 3 of these winners were ridden by 
Willie Shoemaker, who won his eighth con- 
secutive jockey championship at Arcadia. 

In the annual poll of Turf writers, Silky 
Sullivan and Round Table got most of 
the honors. Silky, of course, was voted the 
top 3-year-old as well as the season’s out- 
standing development. He lured the meet- 
ing’s top crowd of 61,123 for the Santa 
Anita Derby, and the chances are that the

track’s all-time attendance record of 
83.800 would have been shattered if the 
race had not been on TV. The old mark 
was set in 1947, in the days before you 
could sit in your living room and watch 
the best race of the week. Round Table 
was voted the best handicap horse after 
carrying top weight of 130 pounds in 4 
of his triumphs. 

As the most exciting race of the season, 
writers picked the California Breeders’ 
Champion Stakes in which Silky, some 33 
lengths out of it on the backstretch, closed 
with an unbelievable rush that missed 
catching Old Pueblo by a neck. After the 
race, there was a spontaneous and _pro- 
longed ovation for Silky as the cheers of 
fans bounded and rebounded off the San 
Gabriel mountains in the background. It 
was the only time this reporter can recall 
that the loser was cheered and the winner 
booed. 

The top trainer was Bill Molter, who 
saddled 28 winners. Mrs. Connie Ring’s 
splendid Market Basket was hailed as 
queen of the filly-and-mare ranks. The 
slight daughter of *Radiotherapy—Sybil 
won the Santa Monica Handicap, then 
missed by a neck in the Santa Margarita 
Handicap while packing top weight of 
123 pounds. She also set a 61-furlong 
track record of 1:15%5. 

Steamed Up, an Arizona-bred daughter 
of Be Sure Now, displayed Quarter-Horse 
quickness in 3-furlong dashes, and was 
voted the top 2-year-old. Shipping in late 
from Turf Paradise, at Phoenix, where she 
reportedly had worked sensationally, 
Steamed Up provided the biggest betting 
coup as she won her first start in a canter. 


Some of the writers refused to cast a 
vote for the top 3-year-old filly. There just 
didn’t seem to be any such thing. In this 
division, they whipped one another regu- 
larly. The honor, if you may call it that, 
finally went to Penumbra, which raced in 
claimers before bagging an upset victory 
in the Santa Susana Handicap. 

Votes for the best grass-course horse 
were counted before the running of the 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap, which 
proved to be a sad mistake, because Mrs. 
Ethel D. Jacobs’ game and hard-working 
Promised Land, a gray son of Palestinian, 
proved in the rich 134-mile event that he 
was clearly the best grass runner of the 
season. He scored 2 victories at Santa 
Anita, both on the turf course. 


Sharing top weight of 121 pounds with 
Ekaba, which was voted the grass laurels 
before the race, Promised Land came 
around his field on the turn, got to the 
lead a furlong from the wire, and beat 
*Tall Chief II in a hard drive to win by 
three-quarters of a length. 


It was a memorable season, one of the 
best it has been this reporter’s privilege 
to cover. Someone suggested that Silky 
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The Ontario Jockey Club has constructed a 14-stall starting gate mounted on 


its own truck chassis. 


Sullivan be made a permanent addition 
to Fred Purner’s publicity staff; they 
couldn’t find a better young fellow for 
bringing in the customers.

Built at the Ontario Jockey Club’s 
new Woodbine machine shops under the 
guidance of Ralph Pick, mechanical sup- 
erintendent. the electrical-release gate 
was unveiled on March 19.

On a muddy race track (the better to 
test its effectiveness), the, driver wheeled 
the 58-foot-long gate quickly into position 
on the 60-foot-wide training course. The 
truck cab pivoted beneath the gate beyond 
the No. 14 stall. 

One feature of the new Pick Gate is 
the comparative ease with which one man 
can get a horse into the stall and close 
the back doors. Pressure on one of the 
conventional double-doors automatically 
popped the other into place. 

There will be no more clanking of the 
front doors when the starter releases his 
field. Hydraulic shock absorbers stop the 
doors just before they are fully extended. 
There is enough room to permit free pas- 


sage of a horse and rider leaving the 
gate. The doors then “drift” quietly into 
the fully extended position. 

Ken McMillan, OJC engineering super. 
intendent, collaborated with Pick op 
many details of the gate’s construction 
and design. which began early last De. 
cember. Work on a second gate probably 
will begin shortly.

MICHIGAN 
Bud of a Dispute 


Detroit. With the arrival of spring 
came a budding controversy between of. 
ficials of the Detroit Race Course and 
the Michigan division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, 


Negotiations on 1958 purses and stakes 
had broken down a month earlier. but 
there had been a hope that when the first 
Thoroughbreds left the farms for the race 
track all might be settled. The Michigan 
racing season doesn’t open until late May, 
but on or about April 1 the track with 
the opening dates always welcomes horses 
for “spring training.” This has been the 
custom at Detroit tracks since 1953, when 
the original agreement was worked out 
between the horsemen and track manage. 
ment. Usually it was the Michigan owners 
and trainers who took advantage of this 
early opening. Out-of-state stables gener- 
ally were busy racing at winter and early- 
spring tracks. 

E. E. Dale Shaffer, MRA president, in 
a letter to Ray Grundy, Michigan HBPA 
president, said that the track had drop- 
ped all plans for opening its stable area 
early and that it was holding up other 
improvements, such as paving main stable 
roads. 

In a short statement, Grundy replied, 
“Michigan owners are being pointedly dis- 
criminated against by being denied the 
privilege of the use of the Detroit Race 
Course. . . . These Michigan people have 
depended upon the use of MRA facilities 
and have made no preparations to go 
elsewhere.” 

Speaking for the track, attorney William 
McKay put the move in terms of a labor 
union-management dispute. He pointed out 
that in all negotiations with unions repre- 
senting track employees, there is a recog: 
nition that “all matters covered are con- 
strued to be open until the final disposi- 
tion of all matters being negotiated.” 

Meanwhile, there was news that a group 
of Detroit men had won tentative approval 
of the Ohio Racing Commission for a 28- 
day meeting at Toledo’s Fort Miami track, 
April 23-May 24. 

Since one of the stock holders in the 
new Toledo venture was Charles White, 
vice president of the Michigan HBPA and 
president of the Michigan Thoroughbred 
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Owners Association and since Fort Miami 
is only 80 miles from Detroit. it appeared 


likely that some Michigan horsemen 
would race there. 
Innovations 


A new concept in stakes programs will 
be introduced this summer when the 
Michigan Racing Association opens its 
10th year on the local racing scene. 

For the forthcoming 60-day session at 
the Detroit Race Course, opening May 26. 
president E. E. Dale Shaffer has decided 
on what amounts to a 2-stakes program. 
There will be 2 $50.000-added events, and 
there is a possibility that the $5,000 
Michigan Futurity may be renewed after 
a 2-year lapse. 

There is something old and something 
new in the program, as well as the lure 
of something extra. The “old” is the 
Michigan Mile. restored to its traditional 
distance after being decided at 1;'; miles 
in 1957; the “new” is the Michigan Sweep- 
stakes at 1;/; miles, and the “extra” is a 
$25.000 bonus to the horse which wins both 
races. That makes it a potential $125,000 
package. 

“This is an innovation in Thoroughbred 
racing,” the MRA president said. “As 
far as we know. no other track ever has 
attempted to tie 2 rich races into such an 
attractive package. “To make the com- 
bination even more tempting to horsemen, 
we have decided that one fee will nomi- 
nate a horse for both races.” 

The Mile. which has thrived since its 
value was increased to $50,000 in 1953, 
will be run July 19 and the Sweepstakes 
will be on the next Saturday. The Futurity. 
for 2-year-olds foaled in Michigan, would 
be offered Wednesday, July 23. 

As part of the Futurity program the 
DRC’s annual yearling show will be pre- 
sented, with silver trophies going to the 
owners of the outstanding colt and filly. 

The MRA decided to dispense with its 
usual assortment of $5,000 and $10,000 
stakes offered on Saturdays and holidays 
in favor of one big splurge. 

“We have departed from our past stakes 
structure in an effort to attract handicap 
horses who wouldn’t otherwise be seen in 
this area.” Shaffer declared. 

The change was made despite opposi- 
tion from the Michigan division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation. Division officials had asked for 
a top stakes of $25,000 and other stakes 
from $5,000 to $10,000. 

Shaffer pointed to 2 betting records 
achieved by the Michigan Mile — the big- 
gest single day in the track’s history 
($1,412.221) and the biggest single race 
($204,748). 

Altogether, the MRA_ will distribute 
$155,000 for stakes and feature races as 
part of an expected purse distribution of 
$1,175,000.

With Round Table in at 130 pounds, the Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap didn’t figure to be much 
of a race, and it wasn’t. Round Table, 1-5 in the 
mutuels, remained 4 to 7 lengths behind the pace 
set by *Meeting for 6 furlongs, moved to within 
2 lengths of the leader at the quarter-pole, took 
the lead at the eighth-pole, and drew out to win 
in a gallop by 4 lengths. His time was 1:594%, 
equaling the track record set by Coaltown in the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap in 1949, when the 
race was run as a $20,000 overnight. The fractions, 
all set by *Meeting except the last one, were :24, 
247%, :59, 1:11, 1:234%, 1:35%, and 1:47%. 

It was the fifth stakes triumph this year for 
Round Table. At the Santa Anita Park meeting 
he won the San Fernando and Santa Anita Ma- 
turity Stakes and the San Antonio and Santa Anita 
Handicaps. 

Round Table now stands third on the list of 
meney winners. Ahead of him are Nashua ($1,288,- 
565) and Citation ($1,085,670). With 3 $100,000 
races for older horses at Hollywood Park, which 
also has observed a 130-pound limit in handicaps. 
Round Table seems likely to pass Citation by mid- 
summer, and Nashua’s mark could fall by Sep- 
tember.

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DANADA FARM

In the fall of 1943 Daniel F. Rice. Chi- 
cago grain broker, asked trainer William 
Causey to go to the Lexington fall sales 
and buy some yearlings. “My wife said 
she would like to own a race horse.” Rice 
said. 

Causey bought 9 head. including the 
top-priced yearling of the sale and 3 others 
which were among the 12 highest-priced. 
In those days this meant spending a total 
of about $25,000. The top-priced colt. 
which cost $6,000, was Snow Boots, a son 
of Stimulus. He won 8 races for Mrs. 
Rice and earned $42,405. In 1946 he led 
for about 2.180 of the 2.220 yards of the 
$100.000-added Santa Anita Handicap be- 
fore War Knight and First Fiddle came 
on to beat him 2 noses. 

Snow Boots was not the Rices’ first 
stakes horse. In the fall of 1944 they had 
bought the 3-year-old colt Sirde privately 
from Allen Drumheller. He finished third 
in the Stars and Stripes, Arlington, Mead- 
owland, American, and Hollywood Gold 


Cup Handicaps at 4, then won the San 
Carlos Handicap and finished second in 
the San Pasqual and Metropolitan Handi- 
caps at 5. His career ended when he 
broke a leg in the 1946 Narragansett 
Special. 

After Sirde and Snow Boots, the best of 
the racing stable were Model Cadet and 
Admiral Lea, both bought as yearlings in 
1947. Model Cadet, which cost $13,500. 
won the Washington Park Futurity at 2 
(beating Olympia and Mr. Busher), fin- 
ished second in the Experimental Free 
Handicaps No. 1 and No. 2 the following 
year, and retired with earnings of $85,100. 
Admiral Lea. which cost $19,000, finished 
third in the Primer and George Woolf Me- 
morial Stakes and the Washington Park 
Futurity at 2, was second in the Arling- 
ton Classic and third in the San Felipe 
Stakes and the Santa Anita Derby at 3. 
He retired with earnings of $58,800. 

During their first few years in the sport 
the Rices operated only a racing stable. 
In October, 1947, Rice, who runs the fam-

ily’s horse business although the stable 
always has been in his wife’s name, bought 
193 acres on the Old Frankfort Pike, near 
Lexington, from Edward S. Moore. He 
added 72 acres in 1950 and 112 more in 
1952, bringing his Fayette County acreage 
to 377. The farm was called Danada, a 
combination of the Rices’ first names. 

Since 1929 the Rices had had an 800- 
acre farm at Wheaton, IIl., about 30 miles 
west of Chicago. In 1947 a training track 
and several horse barns were built on the 
Wheaton farm, but Rice soon decided that 
until more veterinarians specializing in 
horse work located in Illinois it would be 
more practical to breed the horses in Ken. 
tucky. Olin Gentry, former manager of 
Idle Hour Stock Farm, was hired to man- 
age the Kentucky farm, his first job being 
the building of a broodmare band. 

One of the first mares Danada bought, 
in the fall of 1947, was Camelina, an 
unraced daughter of the stakes winner 
Princess Camelina. She was in foal to Pet- 
rose, a fact which was regarded with little 
enthusiasm by either Gentry or the Rices, 
though Petrose had done rather well as a 
sire of winners. The result of the Petrose 
—Camelina union. however, was Pet Bully. 
first stakes winner bred by Danada Farm. 
and until rivaled by Pucker Up, best horse 
raced by Mrs. Rice. 

Pet Bully won one of 6 starts at 2, was 
sidelined for a year with a broken bone 
in his foot. He won the Washington’s 
Birthday Handicap at 4, became one of 
the country’s best handicap horses at 5 
and 6, winning 10 stakes in 2 seasons. At 
6 his victories included the Valley Forge, 
Wilmington, Washington Park, Fall High- 
weight, and Princeton Handicaps and the 
Woodward Stakes. He received 126 pounds 
in the 1954 Blood-Horse Handicap. headed 
only by Native Dancer and Mark-Ye-Well. 
Pet Bully, now syndicated, stands at 
Crown Crest Farm, Lexington. 

In 1950 the Rices had 2 good foals. The 
first to show promise was Mr. Paradise 
(Errard—Harriet’s Kid, by Sir Damion), 
one of the best 2-year-olds of 1952, winner 
of the Washington Park Futurity and 
placed in 3 other stakes. He earned $106- 
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a consistent sire

of 2-year-olds 


Riveey has been represented by a stakes class 2-year-old 
for each of the past four years, and has built a solid repu- 
tation as a sire of 2-year-old winners. 


ln 1957 eight of his 2-year-olds won including the stakes 
winner Casting, winner of three races including the Singing 
Tower Stakes. 


ln 1956 Rippey was the sire of 10 2-year-old winners in- 
cluding Trading, winner of three races and second in the 
Miss Chicago Stakes, also winner of three races at 3. 


ln 1955 Rippey had eight 2-year-old winners including Lus- 
tralice, winner of three races and placed in the Rosedale 
Stakes, also a winner of two races at 3. 


ln 1954 Rippey had out 10 2-year-old winners including 
Sound of Dawn which won four races and was second in the 
Mayflower Stakes, won two races at 3, two races at 4, and 
four races at 5, 1957. 


ln all Rippey has sired 62 winners from his first five crops, 
and 41 of them have won as 2-year-olds. These 61 winners 
have won 248 races — an average of four wins per winner.

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385 in that season, but failed to show the 
same form in later years. 


Cerise Reine, by Requested—Cherry- 
dale, by Whiskaway, raced only 3 times at 
2. but she was a leader among the 3-year- 
old fillies of 1953, winning the Ashland 
Stakes and Delaware Oaks and finishing 
second in the Kentucky Oaks. She received 
113 pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap. 
third-highest weight among the 3-year-old 
fillies. The following season she took the 
Santa Margarita Handicap and finished 
third in the Santa Maria Handicap and 
Santa Anita Maturity. 

For each of the next 3 years Danada 
had at least 2 stakes winners in the stable. 
but few of the horses were able to show 
good form for a long period of time. The 
stakes winners during the early and middle 
°50’s_ included Sincerely, Proud Pomp. 
Ring King, Pretty Plunger, and Snugger. 

Last year Danada placed 3 represent- 
atives in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap—Strong Ruler, Judge. and Talent 
Show—and 6 in the Blood-Horse Handi- 
caps—Pucker Up. Indian Creek. Beautil- 
lion, Great Pride, Pamper Me, and Call 
Me Lucky. Only Calumet Farm had more 
horses in the 3 handicaps. 

Since most of the mares bought by Dan- 
ada in its early years were 10 years old 
or less, the farm’s broodmare population 
has grown steadily each season as fillies 
are retired from the stable. “We now have 
51 mares,” manager Howard Endicott said. 
“and we probably will eliminate some this 
fall to make way for fillies from the stable. 
With the stall situation the way it is

today and training centers a remote dis- 
tance away from the supervision of our 
head trainer, it just isn’t practical to have 
more than 50 mares when conducting a 
racing stable.” 

Endicott. who is in the middle of his 
second year as Danada manager—Ge ttry 
left in the fall of 1956 to take over John 
Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm—is a native 
of Lexington. As a boy he used to slip 
over the fence of the old Association track 
in Lexington to watch horses. and during 


First stallion selected to stand at Danada was Olympia, and for the last 3 years 
the son of *Heliopolis has been one of America’s leading sires. He is owned 
by a syndicate composed of Fred Hooper, John Galbreath, and Danada. 
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his summer school vacations he worked on 
a farm in Bourbon County, where an uncle 
kept some trotting horses. 

His first considerable experience with 
Thoroughbreds was under Charles Kenney 
at Coldstream Stud. “I have to laugh 
sometimes when I hear a groom com. 
plaining about shaking 8 or 10 stalls a 
day.” Endicott said. “I remember days 
when I shook 25 stalls. Started early in 
the morning and got through after dark, 
Not only that, Kenney had me get a damn 
saddle horse and ride through the fields 
twice a day feeding and inspecting mares 
running in and out of sheds.” 

While attending the University of Ken. 
tucky, Endicott spent his afternoons with 
Kenney and after 4 years in the Army in 
World War II, he rejoined Coldstream. 
A year later he went on the tracks as 
agent for the late Emil Schwarzhaupt 
Stable. “I wanted to learn a little more 
about the actual operation of a racing 
stable and training of Thoroughbreds and 
also the activities that go on around a 
racing secretary’s office. It was a chance 
to learn something about the pay-off end 
of the business that you never get on a 
farm. I think that anybody making a 
living in the horse business should have 
experience both places from the roots up.” 

After 2% years with Schwarzhaupt 
Endicott returned to Lexington to Dr. 
Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights 
Stock Farm, Lexington. “One reason | 
grabbed the opportunity for that job was 
that I wanted a chance to work with a 
veterinarian.” He left Dr. Davis to take 
over as manager of Miss Mildred Wool- 
wine’s White Oaks Farm. 

At White Oaks Endicott supervised the 
preparation of sales yearlings and_han- 
dled stallions and broodmares, most of 
which were boarders. During the 5 years 
he was at White Oaks he raised Helio- 
scope ($418.275), Sea O Erin ($407,259). 
Gainsboro Girl ($152,630), Alibhai Lash- 
es, Roman Spring, etc. He prepared 10 
summer sales yearlings for Miss Wool- 
wine, which sold for $261,900, average 
$26.190. and 5 yearlings for the Keene- 
land fall sales, which sold for $28,600. 
average $5,720. During his tenure at White 
Oaks. 11 yearlings owned by farm clients 
were sold at Keeneland and Saratoga for 
$157,200, average $14,290. 

In 1955 Miss Woolwine and 3 associates 
bought the yearlings and broodmares of 
Belair Stud for resale. She asked Endicott 
to go to Maryland and inspect the year- 
lings and give her an estimate of their 
probable sales total. He estimated their 
worth at $229,000. At auction they brought 
$228,600. 

At Danada Endicott set up a compreher- 
sive record program for each horse on the 
farm, and arranged for a regular series 
of conferences with the racing stable train- 
er, Jim Conway. “We’re trying to make it a

In addition to a complete record on each 
foal which stays at the farm, Endicott pre- 
pares notes on the yearlings each sum- 
mer before they are sent to the Rices’ farm 
at Wheaton, Ill., for breaking. A selection 
from one of the 1957 yearlings: 


Weaned early in August to preserve mare, which 
was suffering from an arthritic condition. This 
resulted in a pot belly, bloat appearance and more 
or less anemic appearance. 

Today this colt is well balanced. He possesses 
no pot belly. Blood reports have been normal. 

He was changed from 2 feedings per day to 3 
feedings (4 p. m.—10 p. m.—t a. m.) with no 
change in quantity. His coat has changed consid- 
erably and is about to compare with our best. 

This is an average sized colt and very good for 
his age. He tended to have soft or mushy appear- 
ing ankles, especially so earlier. Tighteners have 
been applied consistently to all 4 ankles and have 
resulted in great improvement. I would, at this 
time, recommend this colt for the racing stable. 
Disposition is excellent, bad habits, 
takes plenty cf exercise and certainly is on the 
improve. Could be better in rear ankles: feet very 
good. Has improved greatly in last couple of 
months in chest and shoulder muscles. 


possesses no 


Feeding records are kept on all horses 
at Danada, although Endicott feels that 
this is mostly “foundation” work. “We 
believe the horse industry has not con- 
quered what should be known about nu- 
trition in Thoroughbreds,” he said. “We 
are behind the cattle people and poultry 
raisers and even swine. It’s a shame that 
more research hasn’t been done on feed- 
ing. but I don’t believe it will come about 
until we get a few more answers on ani- 
mal disease. There hasn’t been enough 
money appropriated for research in both 
at the same time.” 

Breeding lists at Danada are prepared 
jointly by Rice and Endicott, and Conway 
also makes suggestions. The farm owns 
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"The long striding Mr. Vale, by *Royal 
Vale, scored by 1% lengths,’’ reported 
The Blood-Horse last week. ‘’This colt 
has come around real well in the last 2 
or 3 weeks. He could be a good one. I 
think he'll go a quarter like he did here, 
ora mile and a quarter,’’ said his trainer 
W. W. Purver. This is the key to the 
*Royal Vales . . . a quarter or a mile 
and a quarter!

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Model Cadet and Admiral Lea (in Cali- 
fornia on lease) outright. and has a one- 
third interest in Olympia, which stands 
at Danada. Shares are owned in Polyne-. 
sian, Roman, Pet Bully, *Nirgal. One 
Count. Revoked. The Doge, Bolero. *Our 
Love II. The farm breeds to many non- 
syndicated stallions. 

Nearly one-quarter of the mares are by 
*Bull Dog or Bull Lea. and these mares 
have produced 6 of the farm’s 13 stakes 
winners. which means Olympia offers a 
very desirable cross for many of the 
Danada mares. “Mr. Rice is using most of 
his Olympia seasons.” Endicott reported, 
“We think Olympia fillies will become ex. 
cellent’ producers. Too, this stable has 
had a lot of success with some of the not- 
so-popular stallions, and Mr. Rice isn’t 
afraid to breed to a sire that isn’t fash- 
ionable. We have had several stakes win- 
ners in this category. We think a lot of 
Model Cadet. One of his daughters was 
very good to us last year, picking up 
about $37,000. winning a_ stakes and 
placing in one. He'll get 10 Danada mares 
this spring.” 

Of the stakes-winning fillies with the 
stable in 1957 only Pucker Up will race 
through 1958. The other 2, Great Pride 
and Pamper Me, will be bred. “We had 
6 stakes winners last year,” Endicott said, 
“but without Pucker Up’s earnings ($239,- 
235) the operation would have lost money. 
You've got to have at least one good stakes 
winner to come close to breaking even 
with this size operation.” In 1957 Mrs. 
Rice’s stable had its best year—$614,- 
002.50, with $419,907 coming in stakes. 
The only previous year in which the stable 
came within $300,000 of this total was in 
1954, when Mrs. Rice picked up $511,165, 
with Pet Bully earning about half the 
total. 
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WINTER TRAINING (3) 


CAMDEN, 


By Bitt Rone 


CaMpDEN. The Thoroughbred training 
business was a great deal more brisk in 
Camden this year than last, a trend also 
noted at other training centers in the state. 

There was an increase of about 60 
horses over the 140 head which used Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott’s exceptional facil- 
ities in 1957. 

Steeplechasers were numerous at Cam- 
den, home of the beautiful Springdale race 
and schooling courses. These courses. 
across the road from each other. offer 
just about every type of facility needed 
to train jumpers. The public stables of 
J. R. H. (Bobby) Davis and Dennis Mur- 
phy have no flat horses at all. Both are 
stabled at the race course where the Caro- 
lina Cup hunt meeting is held annually. 

Davis’ clients include Allison Stern, 
Happy Hill Farm, and Mrs. Parker Poe. 
The latter is a newcomer to steeplechas- 
ing. Murphy trains for a group of mid- 
western owners and races in that area. 

Most of Camden’s flat horses were 
stabled some 2 miles from Springdale at 
the Scott training track, a mile oval which 
has the fine surface for which this area 
is noted. There also is a half-mile track 
nearby. 

Trainer Ray Woolfe. of Mrs. Scott's 
Montpelier Farm and manager of the en- 
tire training establishment here, moved 
out of Mrs. Scott’s personal barn at the 
flat track this winter and turned it over 
to public trainer Thomas Barry, who 
moved here after wintering for many years 
in Columbia. 


Barry was not included in the stable 
reports below because he did not have the 
registration papers on his 14 2-year-olds, 
most of which were foreign-bred, and he 
would not discuss maiden 3-year-olds. His 
principal client at the moment was the 
Barclay Stable, of Philadelphia, for which 
he was training 9 horses. He had 5 for 
Green Dunes Farm and 6 of his own. 

The most noted horse in the stable was 
Green Dunes’ *Combustion II (Combat— 
Viola), a stakes winner last year. Now 
5 years old, *Combustion II had recovered 
from a mid-summer foot injury and was 
training nicely. 

With the exception of Barry. the fol- 
lowing tabulation includes all Camden 
stables which had horses scheduled to run 
on the flat. 


JOHN H. CLARK 


John H. (Trader) Clark, of Lexington, 
Ky., came to Camden 3 years ago to learn 
and play polo, but to date his horses have 
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brought more fame to the town than his 
polo playing. “To be a good polo player— 
that’s about the only thing else I want out 
of life.” said the 38-year-old jack-of-all 
trades in the horse business. More of a 
trader than a trainer, John likes to buy 
*em cheap and sell ’em for a bit more. He 
goes over $3.500 for a yearling only if the 
horse’s background looks extremely prom- 
ising. The astute horseman’s cheap buys 
were lightly regarded by some trainers 
with $40,000 animals around. but Clark 
produced 2 of the few stakes winners to 
come out of Camden last year, Deadeye 
Dick and Chalk Talk, both weighted in 
the Experimental Handicap. Clark has 27 
horses for 11 owners this winter, compared 
to 13 last winter. The horses below are his 
unless otherwise noted:

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TRAINING 


Interval Training 


Scientific advances in connection with 
the training of human athletes imply the 
possibility of parallel improvements in 
the training of race horses. It appears a 
foregone conclusion that certain principles 
developed in the one field will be found 
applicable in the other. 

So many extraordinary performances 
have been turned in by kuman athletes 
since the war that the question arises as 
to what made them possible. The 4-minute 
mile, for instance, for many years ap- 
peared an impossible feat, but in the last 
few years more than a dozen runners have 
been timed in less than 4 minutes. Other 
running records are being established with 
unusual frequency, and the same is true 
in jumping, swimming, skiing. weight- 
lifting, and other sports. 

Human beings have not changed, and 
there is no apparent reason for supposing 
that today’s athletes are physically super- 
ior to those of former times. Thus the 
reason for their superior performances 
must be sought either in better nutrition 
or in better training methods. 

With reference to modern training 
methods, horsemen will be interested in 


the remarks of W. Hollman, M. D., pre- 
sented at a round-table conference, held 
February 8-9 in Cologne, between German 
race horse breeders and several authori- 
ties in agriculture, parasitology, and 
human and veterinary medicine. The con- 
ference was reviewed in an article by Fr. 
Chales de Beaulieu in a supplement to 
the Sport-Welt, which later published the 
text of Dr. Hollman’s lecture. Dr. Hollman 
is unacquainted with, and makes no ref- 
erence to, methods employed by _horse- 
men, but there are obvious parallels be- 
tween human and equine training. 

Important considerations in reaching the 
highest standards of performance are find- 
ing the most promising athletes through 
preliminary trials; building up strength, 
speed, and stamina under the direction of 
an experienced trainer; and. to reach the 
highest level of performance, adapting the 
training routine to a comparatively new 
method whose effectiveness has been con- 
firmed repeatedly. 

This new development, resulting from 
collaboration between athletic trainers and 
men of science, is called interval training. 
As the name implies, it calls for alter- 
nating periods of greater and lesser in- 
tensity in training. Moreover, the entire 


strength of the athlete must never be use; 
in training. Even without demanding ful] 
exertion in training, the greatest capacity 
for competition is developed. 

The idea of interval training was firg 
set forth comprehensively in 1930 by 
Lauri Phihkala, an instructor in Finland, 
a country whose comparatively small pop. 
ulation has produced so many noted ath. 
letes. It was applied with notable succes 
in Europe. A notable example was given 
by Emil Zatopek, the great Czech distance 
runner. Today not only the runners, but 
also specialists in rowing, swimming, and 
bike-racing, train by the new method. Ey. 
perience in preparation for the Olympic 
games has demonstrated that interval traip. 
ing produces less fatigue than training 
methods demanding the highest level of 
performance, and at the same time de. 
velops a higher capacity for actual com. 
petition. 

Interval training achieves the optimum 
development of the muscular and organic 
system. At the same time, it conserves 
strength and thus tends to lessen the strain 
on the nervous system. Physiologists ex. 
plain this result by the fact that interval 
training, demanding less oxygen than is 
required for maximum __ performance, 
leaves the circulatory system and _ other 
parts of the body with greater reserves for 
competitive performance. 

Interval training, after a fashion, has

It seems likely, however, 
that horse trainers may find instruction jy 
the techniques developed for human ath. 
letes. conceivably with the propitious re. 
sult that good horses would withstand the 
stresses of training over a longer period. 

The stop-watch plays quite a part in the 
overexertion of horses in training. It is of 
no practical importance that a runner js 
timed in :34, :47. and so on in a workout, 
since the winning post has no _ official 
status in the morning. What is important 
in the morning is that a horse should be 
full of energy and life when the exercise 
is finished. 

Application of the principles of interval 
training may be useful on the race track, 
particularly if extended to allow time for 
recuperation when the physical signs of 
overwork and fatigue begin to appear, 
(One of the most neglected symptoms is 
the weight of the horse; a runner is at 
his best weight when he is at his best con- 
dition.) 

In the development of 2-year-olds there 
may be a field of special importance for 
interval training. It can hardly be disputed 
that methods currently in use frequently 
impede, rather than stimulate, the proper 
development of young horses. The 2-year- 
old is a most immature organism, which 
should no more be submitted to excessive 
stress than a 16-year-old boy should be 
asked to compete in the Olympic games. 
The repeated successes of French horses 
in international competition in recent years 
is largely a reflection of the fact that they 
are more protected, by the rules and by 
the conditions of racing, than those of 
any other country in the northern hemis- 
phere.
